The Spanish orange 
is round, and packs'prettily in box- 
es. It does not have the disadvantage 
of shape that the improved varieties 
do. The boxes in which they are ship- 
ped hold about twice as much as the 
California box, and much silver and 
gold tinsel is employed in packing. 


The Spanish orange packinghouse 


is of the crudest kind. No machinery 
is used. The women kneel on the 
floor, surrounded by great piles of 
fruit, arid the fruit is graded into 
several grades, after which women 
wrap the,-...'fruit* by making pig-tail 
twists of paperypn two sides of the 
fruit. This fruit i^packed in loose box- 
es, and is carried to women packers. 
One woman hands the wrapped fruit 
to two women,- who place it in the 
market boxes. So cheap is the labor

Third Victim At Puente Turn, Where

At 11:20 o'clock Thursday ifioni- 


ing, in the Good Samaritan hospital, 
William E. Lockridge, a painting con- 
tractor at Valley View, died from in- 
juries received in a collision between 
his automobile and a Southern Pa- 
cific freight train at the crossing of 
the Puente boulevard and the rail- 
doad tracks at six o'clock Monday 
night. He was 43 years old, and leaves 
a wife and seven children. 


The accident occurred at "Letter

IN THE OPEN. 


Dr. Everett C. Beach Believes That 


Much 
Good 
Is Accomplished 


Through Playgrounds. 


Dr. Everett C. Beach of the Univer- 


sity of California summer school, and 
In charge of the big playground sys- 
tems of the city of Los Angeies, was 
the speaker this week before the mem- 
bers of the Monday Afternoon Club, 
under the direction of the civics com- 
mittee. 


Dr. Beach holds a peculiar place 


in 
American 
education. While his 


position is duplicated many times in 
the older countries like Germany and 
England, it. has only been during the 
past few years that the subject of 
municipal playgrounds has been given 
serious attention throughout the Unit- 
ed States at iarge. 
He is a young 


man who has especially fitted himself 
for this important work, and the play- 
ground work of Los Angeles rs a' tes- 
timonial of his success. 


In his address to the ladies, he 


emphasized 
the importance 
of pro- 


viding some method of complete relax- 
ation for growing children, and a 
method which should be under intelli- 
gent supervision. He believes that 
more can be taught the young child 
by play-symbols than in class-rooms, 
where the text is taken directly from 
printed books, and in the accepted 
manner of general instruction. 
He 


spoke very highly of the value obtain- 
ed in group plays, where the small boy 
learns to adapt himself to the "rules 
of the game," and therefore, early 
loams 
the 
community spirit. 
The 


small boy in a game is governed by 
the majority of players who direct 
the play, and though he may have 
personal ambitions and ideas, he soon 
learns to abide his turn, and be .pa- 
tiently. 


The value of athletic apparatus for 


the youth between fifteen and twenty 
was also touched 
upon. 
Dr. Beach 


says that the cost of playground par- 
aphernalia is never 
large in propor- 


tion t'o the 
results 
obtained. 
The 


time is coming, he says, when every 
school well employ a teacher who may 
be known as "teacher of recreation," 
or "playground instructor."

"Burying Crown Roots 


Injurious"==Snowden 


Td the editor of the Argus: 
; 


The covering of the root-crown of 


citrus trees with soil is, in my opinion, 
a very grave mistake. How grave this 
mistake may be, I believe my investi- 
gations recently have proved; and I 
am writing this article at this time 
for the Argus, based on these investi- 
gations. I wish to express my convic- 
tion that much of the bad condition 
that is found in citrus orchards is 
directly traceable to this cultural er- 
ror. 
During recent visits to orange groves 
in Covina and vicinity, where I was 
engaged to make analyses of the soil, 
I noticed that many trees were buried 
above the crown-roots. I also noticed 
that this condition was much more 
evident at the lower end of orchards 
than at the upper end, caused, as 
every rancher knows, by washing of 
the soil from the upper end to the 
lower, because of irrigation in straight 
furrows, and also because of storms 
in winter, that found the top soil un- 
protected by any cover-crop or mu'lch. 


Also, my investigations, stretching 


over a number of years, have convinc- 
ed me that California citrus orchards 
have been generally planted too deep 
ly at the outset. I have found that 
this mistake has been a common one 
in California. When I have repeated 
ly seen sick trees struggling for life, 
with their root-covering completely 
buried, and in the same vicinity com- 
panion trees, healthy and thriving 
with the root-crown above the ground, 


dlnal virtue"—the continual accrea- 
Lion and concentration of soluble salts 
in contact with the base of the trunk, 
furnishes a fruitful source of injury 
to the tree. That salts do accumulate 
under the tree has been proved by Dr. 
T. Elliott Colt, as stated by him in the 
soil convention held in Los Angeles, 
October, 1910. But even the ordinary 
supplies of water might in such a soil 
have the same effect, in a lesser de- 
gree, as the flooding of the base, 
which, as Is well known,, leads to ser- 
ious disturbance in the well-being of 
the tree. 


Aside from this damaging influence, 


it is so necessary that there be pri- 
mary surface roots, that adventitious 
roots frequently make their appear- 
ance here after the tree—if set deep- 
ly—has been planted a sufficient time. 
In the Glendora orchards some of 
these adventitious roots, unable to 
pierce the "armor" confronting them, 
had half-encircled the trunk before ef- 
fecting their escape. In other cases 
some of the original crown roots had 
put out branches that shot almost 
straight upward in their effort to get 
needed ventilation. This is the most 
aggrivated case that has come under 
my notice, and it is not likely that 
many like it will be encountered. 


In this climate it appears necessary 


that the base of the newly planted 
tree be banked with earth to protect 
its root-crown from the burning sun; 
and it mays be further useful for the 
protection of crown buds or grafts 
from frost, where the tops are killed 
the difference has been too noticeable to the ground, since a new top might 
to be ignored." And, where these root- 
crowns were covered, in some instan- 
ces the ground was baked hard above 
them, making a cement-like encase- 
ment around the base of the trunk. 
Not always is this the case, for soils 
of course, differ; but it was often a 
fact that the baked earth formed an 
impenetrable cover, while the crown- 


be sooner secured in such a case than 
where rebudding must be done. 


Apart from this transient advantage 


the practice of deep planting is posi- 
tively detrimental, and time will prove 
that it must be abandoned, recourse 
being had to the temporary embank- 
ment at the base, to be removed so 
soon as the tree shall have acquired 
roots must have aid, and must not be sufficient top to shade its root-crown 
smothered. The violation of this nat- from the noon-day sun. 
ural law I have observed in many 
California citrus orchards. 


In Florida the orchardist would no 


more think of deeply covering the 
crown-roots than he would think of 
planting the trees top downward. 


Go into the natural forests where 


trees grow as nature intended them 
to grow, and you will find every tree 
with its root-crown exposed; and when 
aome accident has happened to change 
this condition, you will discover a 
sick tree, even In the primeval woods. 
Last March, by request of the owner, 


I examined a large citrus orchard in 
the Glendora district. 
I prescribed 


1 am confident that with this source 


of trouble eliminated, and a suitable 
chemical constitution of the soil as 
indicated by alalysis established, many 
of the hiterto unaccountable disabili- 
ties and diseases of citrus trees, not- 
ably gum disease, will disappear. 


The method of irrigation as prac- 


ticed here will doubtless account for 
the deeper covering of the crown- 
roots in the lower side of some or- 
chards by the washing of portions of 
the soil from the higher side down 
upon them; and some orchardists re- 
cognizing this fact, have endeavored 
in a crude way to offset it by carting 


for the orchard after the necessary the earth from the lower side to the 
soil analysis, and with a few excep- higher, while others have boxed the 
tions, the trees responded beautifully 
to the treatment. In October another 
examination being requested, the in- 
vestigation revealed the fact that the 
trees not responding to the previous 
treatment were very badly soil-bound. 
The ground beneath them was hard- 
ened 
like 
a 
cement 
encasement 


around the base of the tree, while un- 
der neighboring trees the hardened 
soil was liberally fissured by open 
.cracks radiating from the tree on ev- 
ery side. 


In the Covina orchards examined 


the other day, tl^e unthrifty trees 
were generally soil-bound trees, and 
they were shy bearers; while the im- 
mediately neighboring ones that were 
thrifty and good bearers, were set in 
soil that was friable everywhere in 
the vicinity of the tree. 


But it is not ,even necessary that 


the soil next the trunk be hardened 
to do damage, for in a soil of high 
capillary efficiency—in itself a "car- 


trees with boards to prevent this in- 
undation with the transported soil. 


A system of irrigation that will ob- 


viate this difficulty should be adopted. 
I feel convinced that in time sub-irri- 
gation will be the rule for this and 
other good reasons. It is certain that 
the more natural we can make the 
conditions of the tree, the more com- 
pletely it is going to respond to our 
cultural efforts. 


It would be a good thing for every 


rancher who reads this article to go 
out and ascertain how many, if any, 
of his trees are soil-bound, and how 
many of them are suffering from suf- 
focation of the crown-roots. Then hav- 
ing inspected these trees, he should 
compare them with those that are not 
in this condition. I am sure that he 
will discover that the difference will 
often be the difference between sick- 
ness and health.

One of the pioneer women of the

of homeless men at her 
boarding- 


house on College street. Mrs. Shank 
lied on Monday of this week at her 
home, 1412 East Fifteenth street, Los 
Angeles, after several months of pa- 
tient suffering from an internal can- 
cer. She was 62 years old, and leaves 
a husband and three children. 


Few people who came to Covina in 


the early days of the community left 
without knowledge of Mrs. Shank. 
Her motherly nature was" large enough 
to include the travelling public, the 
men who came to Covina for business, 
pleasure, or to make a home, and 
found lodging-place at the home on 
College street. She was a devout 
Christian woman, and many a man 
was made better by having been sur-

. Be A Doctor Of Agriculture. 


The TJim'ersity of California chemistry and laboratory department 


is undergoing a change. A building that formerly accomodated five 
hundred students, is being made to aecomodate fifteen hundred. 
The test rooms are being fitted elaborately, and the study of chem- 
istry is to be given more attention than in the past. 


This to the high school scholar—why don't you fit yourself in the 


local chemistry room, so that you can take up this advanced course 
in the University, and study it with intelligence and enthusiasm'? 
This is only a suggestion, but let us tell you why it is suggested. 


Farming is now a profession. You may not have realized this 


as yet. In your own locality it is no longer more desirable to become 
a lawyer, a doctor, or a merchant, than to become a professional tiller 
of the soil. Farming is based on practical science as surely as that 
of medicine or letters. 
We need men and women, for oi;i; citrus 


orchards who can test the soli, take it apart, and determine how to 
proceed to make it grow crops. Nearly all our work in the citrus 
orchards is based on the scientific work of either practical men or the 
accidental discoveries of theorists. 
"We want to eliminate these 


laboratory.theorists. The quickest way to do it, is for the rancher to 
become himself a practical scientist. The days o£ guessing at things 
in agriculture is passing. "We nre now paying five hundred dollars 
a day to quite a sizable army of professors and chemists in this state, 
and the expenditure does not seem to bring in practical results in 
proportion; 
This is not because the laboratory and the chemistry 


room are abortive and futile in investigation, but .because the men 
doing this work have not discovered the most important thing of 
all—that they should be working for the rancher. 


The high school girl and boy can become practical scientists, so 


that what is good in research can be rightly applied, and what is 
nonsense can be eliminated. There is a splendid future for the 
educated rancher in California. You can make no mistake by em- 
bracing this line of study. Learn to interpret the laws of nature rather

work of distributing food and in the. diversified business of the world, 
but the balance must be kept. 


The tfivat railroad man and financier says that tFie farms arc- 


not worn out in Massachusetts and Vermont—it is the people. Men 
of activity and brains anil captial are going back into these states, 
and the abandoned farm is again becoming ti producer, and pro- 
ducing five times what it ever did before. 


The visitors to Covina from Colorado are simply developing more 


land. They are euterprising valuable men for the world's work. 
l>ut everywhere, in the old countries of the east as \\vii as the virgin 
lands of the west, there must be more intensive fanning. Wlieii a man 
farms a piece of land, it is a partnership with nature. But the man 
mast be a working and thinking partner, and nahire must not be ex- 
pected to do all the work.

THE TEXT-BOOK 
DEAL. 


Former State Printer Evidently Be- 


lieved In Piling Up Stock For 


Future Use. 


SACRAMENTO, February 15.—That 
the state printing office has paper 
arid stock enough on hand to supply 
over a million copy books to school 
hildren and to meet the demands of 
the market for over five years is the 
report of State Printer Friend W 
Richardson, made today to the text 
book committee. He has made a care 
ful investigation and finds that this 
stock cost the state nearly twice wha 
it could now be purchased for, tha 
the last purchase was made in 1908 
and that at that time there was enough 
stock on hand to supply the marke 
for nine years. 


Richardson in an interview today 


said: "There were 382,387 copy books 
in the warehouse on the first of th 
year. There was on hand stock enougl 
to print 624,444 more, making a tola 
of 1,006,831. The average number o 
copy books sold the past three year 
was 191,170. The supply on hand wil 
last until April 8, 1917. The last pur 
chase of copy-book paper was mad 
from H. S. Croclcer & Co. on June 30 
1908. 'The price was $7,085.91. Sine 
that date no copy-book paper has bee 
purchased. 
On April 28, 1908, ther 


was a purchase of $7,110.87, oil Jul 
30, 1907, $6,688.00, on June 2, 1907, 
$6,724.48 and $6,610.48. 
In less than 


one year 2,785 reams of copy paper 
was purchased from Crocker at a cost 
of $34,219.74. 
The stock was pur- 


chased at 19 and lO'fc cents a pound. 
On June 30, 1908, when the last pur- 
chase was made, there was enough 
copy-book stock to supply the market 
for nearly nine years. There is enough 
on hand now to last until April 8, 
1917.

START WELL DRILLING. 


Second Unit Of Big Water-Lifting 


Plant At Orange Avenue WiJI 


Be Installed At Once. 


The 
Southern 
California 
Drilling 


Company of Los Angeles has been 
awarded the contract for the putting 
down of a second twenty-six inch well 
at the pumping plant of the Covina 
Irrigating company at Orange ave- 
nue. This is the beginning of the in- 
stallation of the second unit in the 
system. Already at this point there is 
installed a plant which is lifting 250 
California miner's inches of water, 
with a battery of steam engines, The 
twenty-six inch well now in operation 
is fitted with a Byron-Jackson pump, 
and the water is lifted to the surface,

Mr. Chariton said that no middle- 


man is required in doing business be- 
tween the service and the prospective 
user of the national forests. Not only 
is it cheaper for the applicant, but it 
results in a clearer understanding by 
the forest officers of what he wants 
and by the applicant of what he will' 
be required to do. 


This is especially true of prospec- 


tive applicants under the forest home- 
stead act. By dealing through a mid- 
dle man they often get a wrong idea 
of the workings of the act and are 
misled into believing that the pro- 
cess of listing is a government certi- 
ication of the agricultural value of 
':he land. As a matter of fact, many 
:racts on the desert side of the range 
lave been listed on application large- 
y because they have no value what- 
ever for forest purposes and were 
originally included in the forest sim- 
)ly because to exclude them would 
lave made a boundary too crooked to 
Jo practical.
